Re  «ras  educated 
at  private  and  grammar  schools 'of 
Vukt  city,  thence  proceeding  to 
King's  College.  Wlnd.sor.  Nova  Scotia, 
for  a  few  years  before  going  to 
Scotland  to  attend  Edinburgh  Theo- 
logical College.  Later  he  became  a 
student  at  Leeds  Clergy  School. 
England,  where  he  took  all  thre^ 
degrees.  Even  In  these  early  years 
he  showod  qualltiis  of  fine  .id- 
ininlstrative  ability,  a.s  well  a.s  a 
hUh  .spiritual  outl(X)k  whirh  .set  turn 
apart  for  the  task  which  he  was  to 
undertake  later  In  life.

An  e*rnact^  broad-ailiuled  Christian,  who  had 
won,  In  a  large  measuro,  the  cordial  respect  of 
his  par i.sh loners,  hah  passed  from  the  churrh 
life  of  Canada  in  Iht-  (i<  ath  of  the  Right  R<-v 
C.  D.  Scholleld,  Bi^ihop  of  Columbia.  Thoae  who 
knew  him  best,  and  he  had  many  close  associates 
and  admirers,  saw  In  him  the  embodiment  of  a 
spirit  that  K.ive  to  this  diocese  of  the  Anglican 
Churcli  a  kindly,  competent  and  sincere  leader - 
•hip.  Bishop  Schofleld  belonged  to  that  type  of 
Christianity  which  .sots  the  eternal  verities  in  the 
forefront  of  the  faith  and  keeps  them  there.  For 
him  there  wm  nothing  complicated  about  re- 
licion,  but  samefhInK  Invinrihly  appealing  in  Its 
simpleness.  His  sermons  and  his  wliole  attitude 
towards  life  were  Impelled  by  the  highest  mo- 
tives. His  faith  proclaimed 'hU  work*  and  his 
works  his  faith. 

The  late  Bishop  SchoAeld  was  one  who  may  be 
deaeribed  as  intensely  human,  as  natural  and 
nnassuming  in  his  relationships,  aa  one  who  in- 
spired genuine  appreciation  because  of  his  out- 
kxA  on  life.  As  hiKh  a  trfbuto  as  may  be  paid  to 
any  man  Is  that  he  is  an  influence  for  good,  and 
this,  unquestionably.  Bishop  Schofleld  was.  both 
Jp  the  manner  In  which  hejpreached  the  Oospel 
and  in  his  every  ai  t  in  relation  to  those  in  his 
iplrltual  charge,  and  all  others  of  thacommunlty. 
There  was  no  sectarianism  in  his  conception  of 
Christianity,  no  hidebound  orthodoxy  In  his  In- 
terpretation of  the  creed.  To  him  his  faith  was 
one  of  finr^^and  redemption,  of  happiness  and 
peace,  of  grace  and  rightoousnrss.  Eren  in  his 
latter  years  of  suflering  and  prolonged  weariness 
the  serenity  of  his  character  triumphed,  and  he 
bore  an  enforc-ed  idleness  wttli  that  resignation 
Which  Is  the  hali  mark  of  the  courage  of  faith. 
Whenever  In  those  years  he  felt  strong  enough, 
h'  gave  Ills  services  iinfTIhcliIniny  to  his  duties, 
though  the  strain  must  have  been  great.  On 
Sunday  morning,  the  day  of  his  d<lath,  he  autsted 
at  tlif  .service  In  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  and 
had  he  had  any  premonition  of  the  end  he  would 
have  had  it  so,  for  attention  to  duty  was  a  cardi- 
nal principle  of  his  conduct. 

The  church  life  of  the  Dominion  Is  the  poorer 
toy  the  passing  of  Bl/ihop  Schoileld.  and  this  dio- 
cese sufTers  a  grievous  loss,  for  though  for  some 
years  his  mlnist ra'tinns  were  necessarily  few  and 
far  between,  Inn  uiUuence  burned  with  a  steady 
flame  and  his  Interest  never  slackened  in  all 
those  matters  whii  h  came  within  his  purview. 
His  host  of  friends  will  long  remember  his  gra- 
dooa  personality,  his  urbanity,  his  vital  Chris- 
tianity the  catholicity  of  his  viewpoints,  and  the 
deep  earnestness  of  his  belief  In  the  spiritual 
realities.  He  was  a  Christian  leader  who  led  by 
the  very  tenor  of  his  life,  who  Inspired  by  the 
simplicity  of  his  faith,  who  evoked  the  response 
of  belief  because  of  the  depth  of  his  own  convic- 
tions. It  Is  such  as  he  was  that  one  may  well 
believe,  when  entering  upon  the  supernal  reward, 
hat«  earned  the  encomium— "Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant  " 

Bishop  Schofleld  has  left  behind  t^lm  a  record 
of  service,  and  the  legacy  of  an  Influence  of  all 
that  Is  best  In  Christianity.  Very  deep  sympathy, 
in  which  this  newspaper  Joins,  will  go  out  to  Mrs 
Schofleld  and  her  daughters  in  the  loss  of  an 
Ideal  h&sband  and  father,  whose  life  was  gov- 
erned hv  the  principles  of  honor  and  duty,  and 
by  the  liighett  ethics  of  Uie  Christian  faith.

>  Tomorrow.  Vancouver  commences  to  eelebrtte 

the. fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  city's  Incorpora- 
tion and  the  rejoicings,  with  many  ceremonies, 
will  stretch  over  several  weeks.  One  of  the  most 
intere.sting  of  these  ceremonies  is  the  re-enact- 
ment of  the  arrival  of  the  first  train  at  Vancou- 
ver over  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  a  train 
which  was  dispatched  with  due  formality  from 
Monfrenl  on  Sunday  and  which  will  be  welcomed 
by  thousands  when  it  reaches  the  Coast.  Vancou- 
ver has  Just  and  legitimate  cause  for  rejoicing, 
for  If  l.s  ft  city  more  than  any  other  emblematic  of 
Western  progress  In  the  Dominion.  It  has  grown 
li.  half  a  century  from  trcie-stumps  to  skyscrap- 
ers.  from  a  community  on  Burrard  Inlet  of  2,000 
souls  to  a  population  of  300.000,  making  it  the 
third  city  of  the  Dominion,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
ports  of  the  Empire  Tt  Is  a  centre  of  Industry, 
and  gives  promise,  before  anotlier  half-century 
has  passed,  of  having  a  population  of  over  a 
million. 

To  see  Vancouver  as  it  is  today  it  seems  a  long 
cry  since  one  John  Morton,  a  Torkshlreman,  made 
his  camp  at  Burrard  Inlet  on  his  way  to  the  gold- 
placers  of  Cariboo.  He  never  got  to  Cariboo,  for 
the  lure  of  the  Pacific  Coast  was  too  strong,  and 
the  home  he  made  for  himself  and  his  wife  was 
llie  bc>;lnnlhg  of  Vancouver.  The  city  w.is  incor- 
porated In  1888.  It  was  the  terminal  of  the 
C.P.R.'s  steel  trail  anos.s  the  continent.  In  the 
course  of  time  the  Panama  Canal  was  completed 
and  Vancouver's  Importance  as  a  port  became 
enhanced.  It  is  the  centre  of  the  Province  s  lum- 
ber trade,  the  outfitting  headquu'i'  for  the 
mining  Ihdustry,  and  the  Vacillc  Cu.i.si  terminal 
Of  two  transcontinental  railways.  It  Is  the  seat 
*  of  the  University  of  Brit  i.sh  Columbia. 

It  was  on  April  6,  1886,  that  Vancouver  was 
first  given  the  dignity  of  Incorporation.  In  Its 
beginnings  the  .settlement  had  been  kfiown  as 
Oastown,  then  as  (iranvlUe,  an(l  the  name  Van- 
couver was  first  given  to  It  at  the  sufftstlon  of 
'  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Syndicate  in  1884 
Not  even  a  passing  allusion  to  Vancouver  is  com- 
plete without  mention  of  the  fire  which  led  to  Its 
catastrophic  rebirtli  That  fiTc  broke  out  on  June 
13,  1880,  a  Utile  over  two  months  after  the  city's 
^corporation,  and  It  raged  for  six  hours,  destroy- 
ing all  buildings,  with  the  exception  of  a  hotel,  a 
store  and  a  few  houses.  The  people  set  themselves 
to  the  Usk  of  rebuilding,  and.  warned  by  the 
danger  of  wooden  dwellincs  they  bulU  in  si  one 
wherrvc  po.'c-^'b'"  B'^fore  the  year  had  en^pd 
360  new  buiiduigs  iiad  been  erected.  Since  then, 


Vancouver . has  never  looked  back:  her  history 
has  been  a  tale  of  continuous  progress.  By  1892 
thi  population  had  reached  lO.ooO;  in  1901  it  was 
27.UGU.  and  In  1010  over  100,000.  Now,  with  its 
.suburbs,  it  has  Inhabitants  unmberlng  over 
300,000. 

Vancouver's  importance  as  a  port  can  be 
Judged  from  the  fact  that  12,000.000  tons  of  ship- 
ping clear  from  there  annually  The  city  has 
many  industries,  meat  packing,  shipbuilding,  en- 
gineering, millin,i,  sugar-reflning  and  railway 
construction.  It  does  a  large  e.vporl  trade  in 
lumber,  canned  and  salt  fish,  flour  and  apples. 
In  the  Old  World  there  are  cities  that  pride 
themselves  on  characteristics  that  remain  un- 
changlng  from  derade  to  decade.  Vancouver, 
with  its  rapid  growth,  is  always  presenting  some- 
thing new  in  the  way  of  a  picture:  it  is  sympto- 
matic of  progress  in  the  New  World,  and  is  ac- 
quiring a  more  and  more  important  part,  not 
only  in  the  Dominion  but  In  the  scheme  of  Empire, 
because  11  is  one  of  the  great  ports  on  the  All- 
Red  Route  and  Canada's  link  with  Australasia 
and  th*  Orient;  So  Important  has.  It  become  that 
its  jubilee  celebration  has  aroused  world-wide 
lntei;cst,  and  there  \s  no  doubt  that  some  him- 
dreds  of  thousands  of  visitors  will  be  attracted 
tiiere  during  the  coming  weeks.  The  city  has 
been  developed  on  sound  foundations,  and  can 
look  forward  to  its  future  with  the  utmost  con- 
fidence.

Mr  Roller  W  Babson,  writing  in  The  Review 
0^  Reviews,  of  New  York,  expresses  the  belief 
that  M  per  cent  of  the  per  captta  Increase  in 
products  .sold  since  the  days  of  our  grandparents 
do  not  add  to  health  or  happmess.  He  alludes 
to  the  commodities  that  are  in  demand,  and 
takts  the  advertising  columns  of  the  average 
newspaper  as  proof.  It  appears  that  advertising 
Is  divided  somewhat  as  follows:  motor  cars  and 
acce.s.'jories,  6  per  cent;  clothing  and  food,  28 
per  cent;  furniture  and  household  apphances,  8 
per  cent;  real  estate  and  want  ads,  30  per  cent; 
liquors  and  tobacco,  8  per  cent,  patent  medicines 
and  toilet  preparations,  4  per  cent;  amusements, 
including  uavel.  9  per  cent,  and  miscellaneous. 
19  per  cent.  Mr.  Babson  points  out  that  nearly 
half  the  advertising  space  is  devoted  to  liquors,

Mr.  Babson  then  goes  to  the  news  columns  and 
finds  the  space  divided  somewhat  as  follows: 

sports,  24  per  cent;  business  and  markets,  18  per 
cent;  politics,  14  per  cent,  war  and  other  foreign 
news,  10  per  cent;  murders  and  divorces.  8  per 
cent,  society  and  social  events.  8  per  cent;  syndi- 
cated features,  8  per  cent,  and  local  news,  10  per 
cent.  These  percentages  are  given,  both  as  re- 
^[ards  advertising  and  news,  to  .show  the  things 
in  which  people  are  Interested.  In  dealing  with 
his  own  country,  the  United  States,  Mr.  Babson 
then  says 

"Assume  that  our  national  income  is  $50,000,- 
OOO.OOa.  We  are  tpmAint  one-sixth  of  It  on  erhne. 

sickness,  flre  losses  and  other  preventable  acci- 
dents. We  are  wasting  another  sixth  upon  harm- 
ful foods,  excessive  drinking  or  smoking,  dis- 
graceful amusements,  gai  '  .  cosmt  tics,  joy- 
riding and  styles.  And  we  are  wasting  *""''*^®'^Tj  w-f -uthorlt 
sixth  on  useless  overhead,  failure  to  standardize,  ]  •wwjon  y 
and  needless  destruction  of  raw  materials  In 
all,  these  wastes  consume  one-half  of  our  na- 
tional Income.  Moreover.  I  am  not  Including  any- 
tlilng  spent  on  education,  travel,  art,  music,  and 
normal  amu.<^ements.  All  of  which  means  that 
most  of  us  are  cussed  fools,  wearing  ourselves  out 
like  squirrels  cUmblhg  a  wheel  hi  a  cage.  How 
long  we  able-bodied  men  are  tn  stand  for  this 
nonsense  I  do  not  know.

If  even  the  na- 
tions which  continued  their  m<Km- 
berahlp  had  been  able  to  agree  on 
the'oi$)ects  and  the  principles  to 
which  they  had  .sulv^crllyed.  the 
whole  ori^nnlzation  might  not  have 
be'  ii  wrerked  But  there  was  dis- 
union and  di.scoid  alinnsi  from  the 
beginning  of  the  life  of  the  League. 
The  fact  has  been  demonstrated 
that  there  is  no  hope  of  harmonv 
when  representatives  of  the  na- 
tions aAsemble  for  the  purpose  of 
dtsrusalng  matters  in  which  there 
are  national  divergencies  of  m- 
tereets.
